aii equal at beast in volume, to that of 
the United States newspopers. Their 
yessible revenues are noi 10 be com- 
gered: and, therefore, the possibility of 
expansion of revenue by cable enier- 
grse is not within reach to anything 
Bike the same degree.

pot have been rhe mteatios of the Im- 
perul authorities that Deeause the 


Canadsan® had io go further than any 
other cdlonial <roops they should, 
therefo e, reccise less recognition. Sir 
Frede ‘ck Borden, Minister of Militia, 
said that the matter had already come 
to the attention of his department, 
whtch had made representations, as 
suggested by Mr. Clarke, io the Im- 
periat authorities, but 60 far without 
effect. . 

The railway estimates were consi- 
dered under the menagement of the 
Minister of Finance, and a consider- 
able number were passed without more 
than the usual amount of obstruction 
op the part of the opgosi.ian. Now 
that both che redistribution bill and 
the Grand Trunk Pacific subsidy reso- 
lutions are on the table, and the op 
postion are without the excuse which 
they kept up so iong for obstructing 
business, it still seems impossible for 
them to be content with fair and effi- 
cient criticism..

bers. For weeks the leader of the op- 
position «ad bi» “oilowers demanded 
day after day that »the government 
should bring forward its railway reso- 
lutions. Finally the resolutions were 
placed before the House on Thursday, 
July 30th. Forthwith the desire of the 
apposition to have their consideration 
proceeded with ceased, and, at the re- 
quest of the leader of the opposition, 
discussion upon them was postponed 
until Tuesday next, August lith, or 
nearly two weeks afte~ they were plac- 
ed before the House, and nearly six 
weeks after the leading features had 
been Outlined in the public press, The 
unreasonablepess of the opposition in 
this matter is o: a kind with their at- 
titude regarding others. They take 
eix weeks to prepare a crilicism o1 a 
measure, which they were not willing 
to allow the government six weeks to 
prepare; althouzh it is one ‘of such 
sippendous importance and involving 
such an infinitude of detail as the 
Grand Trunk Pacific arrangements.

their proposals, the chief opposition ar- 
gument which has so far been made 
egainst the scheme ie that it bas been 
brought forward too soon, and that it
